St. Albert Pair Fined 
For City Store Theft 


Abraham Pepin and his pal, Alex 
Durocher, both of St. Albert, 
bought a five-cent shopping bag 
at a city department store Thurs- 
day. They then obtained a pack- 
age of bacon and a can of pro- 
cessed meat, which they didn't pay 
for, using the shopping bag to 
carry the articles. They then went 
to the drug counter of the store 
and attempted to buy a bottle of 
rubbing aicohol. The clerk would 
not oblige and they were arrested 
as they left. 

In police court Friday, Pepin 
pleaded guilty to a charge of theft 
while Durocher was convicted after 
entering a plea of “not guilty.” 

Durocher claimed he _ wasn't 
guilty because he didn’t.steal the 
bacon and other meat; he only car- 
ried the bag in which it was car- 
ried after it was deposited, he 
said, 

The store detective, who follow- 
ed the men after they entered the 
store, informed the court that at 
the top of the escalator, the shop- 
ping bag changed hands and Du- 
rocher approached the drug coun- 
ter for the “rubby.” 

Questioned in court as to why 
the rubbing alcohol was required, 
Durocher replied, “I use it all the 
time,” adding as he rubbed his left 
leg, “I have a bad leg.” 

Also in the shopping bag when 
the two were arrested were one 
egg and one onion, Although the 
presence of the two articles was 
not explained, the men were not 
accused of stealing them. 

Summing up, Magistrate Millar 
said both men were equally guilty 
and fined Durocher $25 and costs 
or 35 days in jail and Pepin $30 
and costs of six weeks.

Building permit values have in- 
creased from $5 million dollars in 
1944 to $27 million in 1948, and 


this year’s estimates are $64. 
million, 
These spectacular construction 


figures are reflected by bank clear- 
ing figures, and Mr. Curtis quoted 
official figures showing that Ed- 
monton’s business increased from 
almost $218 million in 1940 to 
almost $800 million last year. 

This city has Canada’s busiest 
airport, and handles more air 
freight than any city in the world.

The population increase has been 
almost as imposing.
